Council:.met 
Monday evening and. in: fairly 
rapid succession approved’ sey- 
eral resolutions dealing with the 
proposed Playground Park. and 
one adopting the state approved 
cost of living, adjustments 
(COLA): for retired city employ- 
ces, 

Mayor, «° James Grimes 
reviewed the, monthly financial 
Statement and presented the bills 
for payment: Grimes also 
reported the latest decision on 
recommended ‘repair. work on 
the Caroline Street bridge. 

Laurie ‘Chapman, ,représent- 
ing the Playground Park com- 
mittee, updated council) mem- 
bers on the status: of the new 
park to be constructed on the 
site of the old high school. She 
reviewed the financial status of 
the project, confirmed pledges 
and those’ commercial firm 
pledges which are still pending 
approval from home offices. 

The park: will be constructed 
of plastic, rather than wood as 
first proposed. The additional 
cost will be $50,000 but 
Chapman noted the durability of 
the plastic, no need. for annual 
staining and repairs, ete., will 
make the additional investment 
along range savings. The total 
eStimated cost of the facility is 
now at $186,000, 

The City of Elba approved a

“To be recognized by one’s 
alma mater is a feeling I'cannot 
describe; To be recognizéd by 
one’s own school ‘is such a spe- 
cial feeling and honor and it is 
one I. share with . all’ those 
unselfish; good’ ball players -I 
played with my. four years at 
Alabama State.” 

Cole, who said he was sur- 
prised when he got the call giv- 
ing: him *the news. he’d been 
chosen for induction, can look 
back now at some events in his 
early life that could have led in 
a much different direction.

Try these tips to 
put more crappie 


The words spring and crappie 
are synonymous {0 a dedicated 
crappie fisherman, They are 
busy replenishing tackle deplet- 
ed from Jast crappie season. 
New jigs, floats and line for the 
reels are a must. 

Crappie are one of Alabama's 
favorite panfish, They put up a 
respectable fight on ultra light 
tackle, can be found in large 
numbers, and are the main 
ingredient for many a family 
fish fry. 

Crappie are where you find 
them, but these time tested tips 
may help you fill the cooler a bit 
faster, 

(1). Fish the shallows, espe- 
cially in early spring. This is the 
season when crappie feed 
aggressively and are easy to 
find. The fish move to the shal- 
lows to spawn, so anglers will 
have the most success fishing 
near the shore. 

(2). Use fish finders in spring 
and summer, Laterin the season 
as the water warms crappic¢ 
move to deeper waters where 
they congregate around bottom 
structure. Use a fish finder to 
locate submerged standing tim- 
ber, especially trees with many 
branches. 

(3) Fish jigs under boat 
docks. Brush and trees piled 
under docks create great habitat 
that may not be detectable with 
standard fish finders, 

(4). Fish jigs slowly. Crappie 
feed on insects and small fish 


in the boat 


that don't move fast, so they 
don’t strike fast moving jigs that 
often. Bounce jigs slowly and 
run the boat slowly as well. 

(5) Vary jig colors. After tak- 
ing 10:to 15 crappie from a spot, 
the fish may stop biting. This 
does not necessarily mean’ the 
school has moved, Try using a 
jig of a different color to reacti- 
vate the school. This tactic can 
put them back in a feeding fren- 
zy. 

(6) Sprinkle scales on. the 
water. Another way to reacti- 
vate a school that has stopped 
feeding is to scale a crappie that 
you have already caught and 
sprinkle the scales on the water. 
Wait 30-40. seconds, and then 
drop a jig again, The scales flut- 
ter and create the appearance of 
baitfish, which stimulates the 
crappie to start feeding again. 

(7) Use a boat designed for 
crappie fishing. Fishing is 
always easier and more produc- 
tive in a boat that is well suited 
to an angler’s needs. Fort crap 
pie fishing, boats like the 
Alumacraft Crappie Pro is a 
good example of where boat 
designers understand the needs 
of the crappie fisherman, 

Crappie fishing equipment 
can be as fancy or as simple as 
your taste dictates, One can fish 
several rods fanned out in a 
“spider rig” or you can simply 


grab a cane pole and a bucket of 


minnows-the level of fun is 
about the same
